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Sun Belt Leads In 
Growth 


Figures recently released indicate that 
the Sun Belt will be the most rapidly grow- 
ing area of the United States during the 
coming decade. 

While it is anticipated that by 1990 the 
total U.S. population will grow 9.6%, pre- 
sent projections indicate that growth in the 
Sun Belt should exceed 14% for the same 
period. A majority of the growth will take 
place in the eight southeastern states, with 
a smaller, but still significant growth in 
the southwestern states of the Sun Belt 
stretching from Texas to southern Califor- 
nia. 

While Florida is expected to take the 
lead with 27.1% more residents by 1990, all 
of the states composing the Southeast Con- 
ference, except Mississippi, are expected 
to grow faster than the national average. 

In response, the Southeast Conference is 
engaged in an effort to establish a mini- 
mum of five new congregations by 1988. 
Funding for this important mission enter- 
prise is provided through local church 
donations to New Church Development.

Habitat For Humanity 
Observes Fourth

Habitat For Humanity, an inter-denomi- 
national effort to provide low cost housing 
for people in need throughout the world, 
recently observed its fourth anniversary. 

Much has happened over the past four 
years. Consider the record: 

—In Americus, GA nearly 100 homes 
have been completed with another 20 
slated for construction this year. 

—In Mbandake, Zaire the first phase of 
122 houses -is finished, furnishing homes 
for over 1,500 people. A second phase of 56 
additional homes is getting underway.

Church World Service, the international 
relief and development arm of the Nation- 
al Council of Churches, has asked its 
member denominations for $200,000 in 
emergency funds to help the Caribbean 
rebuild after the worst storm of the 
century, Hurricane Allen. 

Church World Service has already sent 
shipments to Haiti and St. Lucia. Included 
in the shipments were food, blankets and 
medical supplies. CWS is also coordinating 
shipments of material for the World 
Council of Churches. “In a situation like 
this world-wide cooperation is very impor- 
tant,”’ explains Stanley Mitton, CWS assis- 
tant for emergency response. 

CWS has received pledges from three 
national church agencies, including the 
United Church Board for World Ministries. 
Since rebuilding efforts will be lengthy, 
continued support from local churches will 
be most welcome and greatly appreciated!

Try It, You'll Like It! 


The Congregational Library, 14 Beacon 
Street, Boston, MA (02108) has in its 
collections over 225,000 items from such 
fields as church history and theology, 
Christian education and church manage- 
ment, preaching and worship, biblical 
studies, social problems and world reli- 
gions. 

Although the Library is in Boston, 
ministers and laypeople of all denomina- 
tions living outside the area may still 
easily borrow materials from the Library. 
Here’s how: 

Send a letter or postcard listing the book 
wanted by author and title. It’s a good idea 
to list several, in case some are already 
out on loan. 

For a selection of books on a particular 
subject or area, state the subject or area 
as clearly as possible on your card. 

If you have a long list of book-needs, 
indicate how many books you want to 
receive at one time. 

Books already out on loan will be 
reserved for you. 

Allowing for the vagaries of the postal 
service, books are loaned for four weeks 
from the day the borrower receives them. 
Books not currently in demand can be 
renewed by dropping the Library a card 
before the due date.

New Ministry In 
Zambia 


One of the newest nations of Southern 
Africa is Zambia, a landlocked country 
that is a little larger than the state of 
Texas and that borders on Angola, Zaire, 
Tanzania, Mozambique, and Rhodesia. 
Zambia became an independant republic 
in 1964 and, a year later, six Zambian 
denominations joined to form the United 
Church of Zambia. The United Church 
Board for World Ministries supports the 
work of this UCZ by sending missionaries, 
primarily teachers and pastors, to work 
with the Secondary School at Sefula and at 
Kafue. Last year, one of the corporate 
members of the UCBWM, the Rev. 
Christopher Burr, and his wife, Irene, left 
their comfortable pastorate in Cambridge, 
Maryland, to go to Zambia where Chris is 
now pastor of the congregation at 
Luanshya, a multi-racial mining town of 
150,000 near Kitwe.

For Everything: 


A Season 


The ancient preacher wrote: “For 
everything there is a season and a time for 
every matter under heaven: a time to be 
born, and a time to die.”’ (Ecclesiastes 3: 
1-2). Now there is a packet of materials 
available to help you work with public 
officials in your state to develop legislation 
dealing with the so-called “living will.” A 
“living will” is a document that allows an 
individual, while still competent, to direct 
that “heroic medical measures” not be 
used to prolong his or her life in case of 
terminal illness with no reasonable hope of 
recovery. 

The UCC General Synod directed our 
denomination’s national Office for Church 
in Society to urge enactment of such 
legislation. The Living Will packet is a 
direct response to this directive. It is now 
available from Church Leadership 
Resources, Box 179, St. Louis, MO 63166. 
The price is $2.50 per packet.
